THE SACCO-VANZETTI CASE. 


The Saeco-Vanzetti case is unique in American 


criminal annals at least in one respect, namely, that 


demonstrations against the result of the trial have 
been held in nearly every European capital, in South 
America, in Asia and in many parts of the United 
States. Fiery orations have been made and even 
bombs have been thrown by the friends of these two 
radicals, who believe that they have bee& sentenced 
to death for a murder they did not comnpt, that of a 
paymaster and his guard, in 1920, at South Brain- 


other way to get rid of them. A fund of $300,000, 
mostly from small contributors, was raised to de- 
fend Sacco and Vanzetti. The legal mazes through 
which the case has proceeded in the last five years 


have practically exhausted even this huge sum. Until 


recently it began to look as though any further effort 
in the sentenced men's behalf was futile. 

What gave stimulus to’ the hopes of Sacco and Van- 
zetti were two events. One was the discovery of new 
evidence that they had nothing to do with the mur- 
der. It emanated from a lead given by one Madeiros, 
a condemned murderer now awaiting execution. 
Madeiros insists he was one of the gang which com- 
mitted the murders, that he knows the names of the 
others, and that Sacco and Vanzetti.were not among 
them. The second event was the entrance into the 


the innocence of his new’ clients. 
So on Sept. 13 the Saceo-Vanzetti case will be re- 
opened at South Dedham, Mass., on a motton for a 


new trial. The question that matters, according to 


‘the New York World, “is not whether Sacco and 
Vanzetti are law-abiding men; it is not even whether 


they are in fact guilty of the murder for which they 
were condemned. It is simply this: Were they fair- 
ly convicted on a fair trial, by evidence that stands 
the test of time?’ With this issue at stake, the Unit- 
ed States owes it to itself to see that no prejudice was 
present in the trial of these men. The demonstra- 
tions and bomb-throwing that have taken place were
